S this Collection hath been ſo well 
accepted of, as to paſs through ſo 
many Editions, I think it needleſs to 
take any further Notice of ſome Ob- 
jections heretofore (of no great Weight) againſt 
t.

HEN any Perſon is dangerouſly 
ſick in any Pariſh, the Miniſter or 
Curate, having Knowledge thereof, ſhall re- 
ſort unto Him or her, (if the Diſeaſe be not 
known, or probably ſuſpected to be infecti- 
ous) to inſtruct and comfort them in their 
Diſtreſs, according to the Order of the 
Communion, if he be no Preacher ; or if 
he be a Preacher, then as he ſhall think moſt 
needful and convenient, &c. 
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The Manner of Viſiting the Sich: or, 
The Aſſiſtance that is to be given 


to fick aud dying Perſons by the 
Miniſtry of the Clergy. 


SECT. L 
N all the Days of our ſpiritual War- 


fare, from our Baptiſm to our Burial, 
God has appointed his Servants, the 
Miniſters of the Church, to ſupply 
the Neceſſities of the People, by Eccleſiaſ- 
tical Duties: And prudently to guide, and 
carefully to judge, concerning Souls commit- 
ted to their Charge. 

And therefore they who all their Life- 
time derive Bleſſings from the Fountain of 
Grace, by the Chanels of Eccleſiaſtical Mi- 
niſtries, ought then more eſpecially to do 
it, in the Time of their Sickneſs, when their 
Needs are more prevalent, according to 
that known Apoſtolical Injunction, 1s any 
Man fick among you, let him ſend for the El- 


ders of the Church, and let them pray over 
bim, Ke.

The Sum of the Duties and Offices, re- 


ſpectively implied in theſe Words, may be 
collected from the following Rules. 


8 CF, . 
Rules for the Manner of Viſiting the Sick. 


I. E T the Miniſter be ſent to, not 
when the Sick is in the Agonies of 

Death, as it is uſual ſo to do, but before his 
Sickneſs increaſes too much upon him: 
For when the Soul is confuſed and diſturb- 
ed by the Violence of the Diſtemper, and 
Death begins to ſtare the Man in the Face, 
there is little Reaſon to hope for any good 
Effect from the ſpiritual Man's Viſitation. 
For how can any regular Adminiſtration 
take place, when the Man is all over in a 
Diſorder ? How can he be called upon to 
confeſs his Sins, when his Tongue faulters, 
and his Memory fails him? How can he 
receive any Benefit by the Prayers which 
are offered up for him, when he is not able 
to give Attention to them? Or, how can 
he be comforted upon any ſure Grounds 
of Reaſon or Religion, when his Reaſon is 
juſt expiring, and all his Notions of Re- 
ligion together with it? Or, when the 
- 4 Man,

Man, perhaps, had never any real Senti- 
ments of Religion before ? 

It is therefore a Matter of ſad Conſide- 
ration, That the Generality of the World 
look upon the Miniſter, in the Time of their 
Sickneſs, as the ſure Fore-runnet of Death; 
and think his Office fo much relates to ano- 
ther World, that he is not to be treated 
with, as long as there is any Hope of living 
in this : Which is a fatal Miſtake that many 
Thouſands, 'tis to be feared, run themſelves 
into; who neglecting to ſet therr Houſe in 
Order, in the Beginning of their Sickneſs, 
drive it off till the laſt: And then the Mi- 
niſter is ſent for in a Hurry, and he comes 
and ſays a few Prayers over the Sick, and 
ſoon after the Man dies, and God only 
knows what becomes of his Soul. 

To prevent therefore ſo great a Hazard 
of miſcarrying, it is highly requiſite the 
Miniſter be ſent for, when the ſick Perſon 
is 1 to be converſed with and inſtructed ; 
and can underſtand, or be taught to under- 
ſtand the Caſe of his Soul, and the Rules 
of his Conſcience, and all the ſeveral Bear- 
ings of Religion, with Reſpect to God, his 
Neighbour, and Himſelf. For to.. prepare 
a Soul for its Change, is a Work of great 
Difficulty ; and the Intercourſes of the Mi- 

niſter

niſter with the Sick have ſo much Variety 


in them, that they are not to be tranſacted 
at once. Sometimes there is need of ſpe- 
cial Remedies againſt Impatience, and the 
Fear of Death; not only to animate, but 
to make the Perlon deſirous and willing to 
die. Sometimes it is requiſite to Rk 
en..the Conſcience by the Terrors of the 
Lord; to open, by Degrees, all the Laby- 
rinths of Sin, (thoſe innumerable Windings 
and Turnings which inſenſibly lead Men 
into Deſtruction) which thc habitual Sen- 
ſualiſt can never be able to diſcover, unleſs 
directed by the particular Grace of God, 
and the Aſſiſtance of a faithful and judicious 
Guide. Sometimes there is need of the 
Balm of Comfort, to pour in Oil and Wine 
One the good Samaritan) into the bleed- 
ing Wound, by repreſenting the tender 
Mercies of God, and the Love of his Son 
Jeſus Chriſt to Mankind: And at other 
Times it will be neceſſary to reprove, rebuke 
and exhort with all Long ſuffering and Dac- 
trine: So that a Clergyman's Duty, in the 
Viſitation of the Sick, is not over at once; 
but at one Time he muſt pray, at another 
Time he muſt aſſiſt, adviſe and direct; at 
another, he muſt open to him the Nature 


of Repentance, and exhort him to a Con- 
feſſion of his Sins, both to God and Man, 


in 


the Periods of his Life, in the Days of his

in all thoſe Caſes, which require it; and at 
another Time, he muſt give him Abſoluti- 


on, and the Sacrament of the Body and 
Blood of our Lord. 


And indeed he that ought to watch all 


Health, leſt he ſhould be ſurprized and over- 
come, had need be watched when he is ſick, 
and aſſiſted and called upon, and reminded 
of the ſeveral Parts of his Duty in every In- 
ſtant of his Temptation. 

The Want of this makes the Viſitations of 
the Clergy fruitleſs, becauſe they are not ſuf- 
fer'd to imprint thoſe proper Effects upon the 
Sick, which are needful in ſo important a 
Miniſtration. 

2. When the Miniſter is come, let him 
diſcourſe concerning the Cauſes of Sick- 
neſs, and by a general Argument move him 
to a Conſideration of his Condition. Let 
him call upon him firſt in general Terms, 
to ſet his Houſe in Order, to trim and 
adorn bis Lamp, and to prepare himſelf for 
another World; and then let him perform 
the cuſtomary Duties of Prayer, and af- 
terwards deſcend to all other Particulars, as 
Occaſion ſhall offer, and Circumſtances te- 
quire. 

3- According to the Condition of the 
Man, and the Nature of his Sickneſs, eve- 
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ry Act of the Viſitation is to be proportioned. 
If his Condition be full of Pain and Infirmi- 

ty, the Exhortation ought to be ſhorter, and 
the Miniſter more zuſtant in Prayer: And 
the little Service the fick Man can do for 
himſelf, ſhould be ſupplied by the charitable 
Care of his Guide, who 1s in ſuch a Caſe to 
ſpeak more to God for him than to talk to 
him: For the Prayer of the Righteous, when 
it is. fervent, hath a Promiſe to prevail much 
in the Behalf of the fick Perſon : But Exhor- 
tations mutt prevail by their own proper 
Weight, and not by the Paſſion of the 
Speaker ; and therefore ſhould be offered 
when the Sick is able to roceive them. And 
even in this Aſſiſtance ot Prayer, if the ſick 
Man joins with the Miniſter, the Prayers 
ſhould be ſhort, frequent, fervent, and eja- 
culatory, apt rather to comply with his weak 
Condition, than weariſome to his Spirits, in 
tedious and long Offices. But in caſe it ap- 
pears he hath ſufficient Strength to go along 
with the Miniſter, he is then more at liber- 


ty to offer up long Petitions for him. 


After the Miniſter hath made this Prepa- 
ratory Entrance to this Work of much 
Time and Deliberation, he may deſcend 
to the Particulars of his Duty, in the 
following Method.

Of Inſtrufting the fick Man in the Nature of 
Repentance, and Confeſſion of his Sins. 


HE firſt Duty to be rightly ſtated to 

the fick Man, is that of Repentance ; 

in which the Miniſter cannot be more ſer— 
viceable to him, than by laying before him a 
regular Scheme of it, and exhorting him at 
the ſame time to a free and ingenuous De- 
claration of the State of his Soul. For un- 


| leſs they know the manner of his Life, and 


the ſeveral Kinds and Degrees of thoſe Sins, 
which require his penitential Sorrow, or Reſ- 
titution, either they can do nothing at all, or 
nothing of Advantage and Certainty. Where- 
fore the Miniſter may move him to this, in 
the following Manner. 


Arguments and Exhortations to move the 


c Man to Repentance, and Confeſſion of 
His Sins. 


1. That Repentance is a Duty indiſpen- 
ſibly neceſſary to Salvation. * That to 
this End, all the Preachings and Endea- 
vours of the Prophets and Apoſtles are di- 
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rected. * That our Saviour came down 

rom Heaven on purpoſe 7o call 
_—— * to r * That 
as it is a neceſſary Duty at all Times, ſo 
more eſpecially in the Time of Sickneſs, 
when we are commanded in a particular 
Manner to ſet our Houſe in order. That tis 
a Work of great Difficulty, conſiſting in 
general of a Change of Mind, and a Change 
of Life. Upon which account, it is called 
in Scripture, a State of Regeneration, or new 
Birth ; a Converſion from Sin to God; a be- 
ing renewed in the Spirit of our Minds ; a 
putting off the old Man, which is corrupt 
according to the deceitful Luſts of the Fleſh, 
and a putting on the new Man, which is 
created in Righteouſneſs and true Holineſs. 
* That ſo great a Change as this is not to be 
effected at once, but requires the utmoſt 
Self-denial and Reſolution to put in Execu- 
tion, conſiſting in general of the following 
Particulars: 1. A ſorrowful Senſe of our 
Sins. 2. An humble Confeſſion of them. 
3- An unfeigned Abhorrence and Forſaking 
of them, and Turning to the Lord our 
God with all our Hearts. 4. A patient 
Continuance in Well-doing to the End of 
our Lives. | | 

Theſe are the conſtituent and eſſential 

Parts of a true Repentance; which may 


ſeverally 
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ſeverally be diſplayed from the following 
Motives of Reaſon and Scripture, as Oppor- 


tunity ſhall ſerve, and the fick Man's Con- 
dition permit. 


The firſt Part of a true Repentance is a 


ſorrowful Senſe of our Sins, which naturally 
produceth this good Effect, as we may learn 
from St. Paul (2 Cor. vii. 10.) where he 
tells us, that godly Sorrow worketh Repen- 
tance. Without it, to be ſure, there can be 
no ſuch thing. For how can a Man re- 
pent of that, which he is not ſorry for? Or 
how can any one fincerely aſk Pardon and 


Forgiveneſs, for what he is not concerned or 


troubled about ? 

A ſorrowful Senſe, then, of our Sins, is 
the firſt Part of a true Repentance, the 
Neceſſity whereof may be ſeen from the 
grievous and abominable Nature of Sin; 
as, 1. That it made ſo wide a Separation 
betwixt God and Man, that nothing but 
the Blood of his only begotten Son could 
ſuffice to atone for its intolerable Guilt. 
2. That it carries along with it the baſeſt 
Ingratitude, as being done againſt our hea- 
venly Father, in whom awe live, and move, 
and have our Being. 3. That the Conſe- 
quence of it is nothing leſs than eternal 
Ruin, in that the Wrath of God is revealed 
againſl all impenitent Sinners; and the 
| B 3 Wages 
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Wages of Sin is Death, not only temporal, 


but eternal. 
From theſe, and the like Conſiderations, 
the Penitent may further learn, that to be 
ſorry for our Sins, is a great and puniſhing 
Duty: That it does not conſiſt in a little tri- 
vial Concern, a ſuperficial Sigh or Tear, or 
a Calling ourſelves Sinners, &c. but in a 
real, ingenuous, pungent, and afflicting Sor- 
row. For can that which caſt our Parents 
out of Paradiſe at firſt; that brought down 
the Son of God afterwards from Heaven, 
and put him at laſt to ſuch a cruel and 
ſhameful Death, be now thought to be done 
away by a ſingle Tear or a Groan ? Can fo 
baſe a Piece of Ingratitude, as rebelling a- 
gainſt the Lord of Glory, who gives us all 
we have, be ſuppoſed to be pardoned by a 
lender Submiſſion ? Or can that, which de- 
ſerves the Torment of Hell, be ſufficiently 
aton'd for by a little Indignation, and ſuper- 
ficial Remorſe? 

True Repentance, therefore, is ever ac- 
companied with a deep and afflicting Sor- 
row; a Sorrow that will break the Heart 
in Pieces, and make us fo irreconcileable to 
Sin, as that we ſhall chuſe rather to die 
than to live in it. For ſo the bittereſt Ac- 
cents of Grief are all aſcribed to a true Re- 
pentance in Scripture ; ſuch as a Weeping 

fach, 
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ſorely, or bitterly; a Weep img Day and Night, 
a Repenting in Duſt and Ajoes, a putting on 


Sackcloth, Faſting and Prayer, &c. Thus 
holy David; I am tronbled, I am bowed 


down greatly, T go Mourning a'l the Day long, 


and that by reaſon of mine liugquittes, which 
are gone over my Head, and, as an brav 
Burden, are too heavy for me to hear, Pf af 
xxxvili. 4, 6. Thus "Err could ſay, A 
ter that I was inſtructed, I ſmote upon my 
Thigh : T was aſhamed, yea, even confounded, 
Mea I did bear the Reproach of my N vuth, 
Jer. xxxi. 19. 

And this is the proper Satisfaction for Sin, 
which God expects, and hath promiſed to 
accept, as Pſal. li. 17. The Sacrifices of Ged 
are a broken Spirit: A broken aud contrite 


Heart, O God, thou wilt not deſpiſe. 


2. The next Thing requitite in a true 
Repentance, is Confeſſion of Sins, which 
naturally follows the other; for if a Man 


be ſo deeply affected with Sorrow for his 
Sins, he will be glad to be rid of them as 


ſoon as he can; and the Way for this, is 


humbly to confeſs them to God, who hath 
promiſed to forgive us 1f we do. 7 id TI 
will confeſs my Sins unto the Lord, faith the 
Pſalmiſt, and ſo thou ſorgaveſi the Witked- 
neſs of my Sin, Pfal. xxxii. 6. So Prov. xxviti. 
15. and 1 John i. 9. Tf we confeſs our Sins,

God is faithful and juſt to forgive us our Sing, 
and to cleanſe us from all Unrigbtecuſneſi. So 
the returning Prodigal went to his Father 
with an humble Confeſſion of his Baſeneſs, 
and was received into Favour again, Luke 
xv. 18, 19. 8 
And becauſe the Number of our Sins are 
like the Hairs of our Head, or the Sand of 
the Sea, and almoſt as various too in their 
Kinds as their Numbers; Confeſſion muſt 
needs be a very extenſive Duty, and require 
the ſtricteſt Care and Examination of our- 
ſelves. For who can tell how oft be offendeth? 
faith David, O cleanſe thou me from my ſecret 
Faults ! 34 99 ba 
The Penitent, therefore, ſhould be re- 
minded, that his Confeſſion be as minute 
and particular as it can; ſince the more pat- 
ticular the Confeſſion is, to be ſure, the more 
fincere and ſafe the Repentance. 
And not only to God, but to Man like» 
wiſe, in ſeveral Inſtances, is our Confeſſion 
due: For ſo we are expreſsly commanded by 
St. James, to confeſs our Faults one to another, 
Chap. v. 16. And both Fews and Chri/- 
trans, we find, began their Repentance with 
this. Thus when Jeruſalem, and all Ju- 
dea, and all the Region round about For- 
dan, were converted by the Preaching of 
YJobn the Baptiſt, the Text ſays, They went 


aut 
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out to him and were. baptized. of. .bim in Tor- 
dan, confeſſing tbeir Sins, Matt. iii. 5, 6. So 
the Greets and eus of Epbeſus,. 4 were 


converted to Chriſtianity by the Preaching of 
St. Paul, made their Entrance into it 


Confeſſion of their Sins, and Declaration of 


their Deeds, Acts xix. 18. 

And this is the beſt Teſt that any one 
can give of his Humility; Sincerity, and 
Converſion, when he thus judges and con- 
demns himſelf, and gives Glory to God, as 


tis particularly fo called in the Caſe of A.- 


chan By confefling our Sins in this man- 
ner, we effectually kill the Root of Pride, | 
and acknowledge the Juſtice cf God in pu- 
niſhing us: And by ſuch an Act of Judg- 
ing ourſelves here, we may prevent the 
more angry Judgment of God hereafter ; for 
if we would judge curſelves, as St. Paul ſays, 
I os xi. 31. e fouls not be judged of the 
Ler ; 

The Penitent, als ſhould be inſtruct- 
ed, that all Sins, which require particular 
Acts of - Reſtitution, ought to be confeſs'd 
to the injur'd Party, and Satisfaction made. 
* That in Caſe of great Inconveniencies 
(where no real Benefit can accrue to God or 
Man by it) or in impoſſible Caſes of do- 
ing it, * by the Death or Abſence of the 
Party, Sc.) the Confeſſion and Satisfaction 
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is then to be made in the moſt prudential 
Manner, and to the moſt proper Perſon, 
* That the moſt proper Perſon for Confeſ— 
ſion of Sins in this, and all other Caſes 
which require it, is (generally ſpeaking) 
the Miniſter, from whom the Penitent 1s 
to receive the Benefit of Abſolution, and 
the Sacrament of the Body and Blood of 
our Lord. * That all Sins which are of a 
flagrant Nature, and ſuch as are a Burden 
to the Conſcience, ſhould in all Reaſon as 
well as Religion be confeſſed to him; 
fince as he is Phyſician of Souls, he can- 
not tell how to adminiſter ſo effectually to 
their Neceſſities, if the Caſe be not opened to 
him (a). | 
For a further Motive therefore to this ſo 
neceſſary a Duty, the Pcuitent ſhould be 
made ſenſible of the high Privileges and 
Authority of the miniſterial Office. * That 
God hath made Miniſters the Publiſh- 
ers and Diſpenſers of his Pardon for Sins, 
by the Commiſſion of the Sacramental 
Seals of the Goſpel to them, and by the

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Power of Abſolution conferred upon their 
Order. * That to this Purpoſe they are 
called Mzmrfters of Reconcilia/ion, and are 
commanded to reſtore ſuch as are overtaken 
in a Fault; and for that End they come to 
offer their Miniſtry to reconcile them to 
God, provided they may have a true and 
thorough Knowledge of the State of their 
Caſe. 

That in all this, though there is no Com- 
pulſion upon the Penitent, yet it he hide 
bis Sins; he ſhall not be diredted (as the Wiſe 
Man ſays) but ere long he muſt appear be- 
fore the great Judge of Men and Angels: 
And his Spirit will then be infinitely more 
amazed and confounded, to be ſeen among 
the Angels of Light with the Works of 
Darknef upon him, than it would be if he 
ingenuouſly confeſs'd himſelf to God, in the 
Preſence of him whom God hath ſent to 
heal him. * That there can be no good Ar- 
gument againſt doing of this, but What is 
deriv'd from Fleſh and Blood, from Sins and 
Infirmities, to all which Confeſſion is a di—

3. A third Thing requiſite in a true Re. 
pentance, is an unfeigned Abhorrence and 
Forſaking of Sin, and turning to * Lord 
our God with all our Hearts. 
For ſo we find them expreſsly | join d toge- 
ther by St. Paul, when he charges thoſe 
whom by Vition he .was ſent to convert, 
to * change their Mind, and 
Md. e turn t0 God and do Works met 
for os Leg Acts xxvi. 20. 
And a little before he ſays, he was ſent 15 
open their Eyes, and turn them from Dark: 
neſs to Light, and from the Power of Satan 
unto God, That they may receive Forgi wy of 
Sins, ver. 18. And we ſhall always find, 
when we are commanded to ceaſe from Evil, 
it is in order to do Good. 
The Penitent, therefore, muſt be remind- 
ed, not only to confeſs and be ſorry for his 
Sins, but likewiſe 0 forſate them, For tis 
He only b confeſſeth and forjaketh his Sins 
that ſhall have Mercy, Prov. xxiii. 13. And 
this Forſaking muſt not be only for the pre- 
ſent, Forge, Sickneſs, or for a Week, 
Month, or a Year, but for his whole Life, be 
it never ſo long protracted, which is the 
4. Laſt Thing requiſite in a true Repen- 
tance, viz. a patient Continuance in «vell- 
doing to the End of our Lives. For as the 
Holy Jeſus aſſures us, that he that bolds out 
10 
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„ the End ſhall be ſaved: So does the Spirit 
of God profeſs, that if any Man draw back, 
his Soul ſhall have no Pleaſure in bim, Heb. 
xi. 38. Hence we are ſaid to be Partakers of 
Chriſt, i we hold the Beginning of our Confi- 
dence ſtedfaſt to the End, Heb. iii. 14. but not 
elſe: For tis to him only that overcometh, and 
teepeth bis Works to the End, that our Savi- 
our hath promiſed a Reward, Rev. ii. 26. 
Hence our Religion is ſaid to be a continual 
Warfare, and we muſt be conſtantly preſ- 
ng forward toward the Mark of our High 
Calling, with the Apoſtle, iet we fail of the 

Prize. 8 
And this it is which makes a Death- bed 
Repentance ſo juſtly reckoned by all Di- 
vines, to be very full of Hazard; ſuch as 
none, who defer it till then, can depend up- 
on with any real Security. For let a Man 
be never ſo ſeemingly penitent in the Day 
of his Viſitation, yet none but God can tell 
whether it be ſincere or not; ſince nothing 
is more common than for thoſe who ex- 
preſſed the greateſt Signs of a laſting Re- 
pentance upon a fick Bed, to forget all 
their Vows and Promiſes of Amendment, 
ſoon as God had removed the Judgment, 
and reſtored them to their former Health. 
It happened to them according to the true Pro- 
verb, as St. Peter ſays, The Dog is ſurn- 
ed 
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ed to his own Vomit again, and the Sow that 
was waſhed to ber allowing in the Mire, 
2 Pet. ii. 22. 

The fick Penitent, Gets, ſhould be 
often reminded of this; * That nothing will 
be look'd upon as true Repentance, but what 
proceeds from ſuch a right Principle, as wil 
terminate in a holy Life. * That therefore 
he ought to take great heed, that his Repen- 
tance be not only the Effect of his preſent 
Danger, but that it be laſting and ſincere, 
bringing forth Works meet for Repentance, 
ſhould it pleaſe God mercifully to prove him 
by a longer Lite. 

But here 'tis much to be feared, that after 
all his Endeavours to bring Men to a Sight 
of themſelves, and to repent them truly 
of their Sins, the ſpiritual Man will meet 
with but very little Encouragement : For 
if we look round the World, we ſhall find 
the Generality of Men to be of a rude In- 
differency, and a ſeared Conſcience, and 
mightily ignorant of their Condition with 
reſpect to another World, being abuſed by 
evil Cuſtoms and Principles, apt to excuſe 
themſelves, and to be content with a cer- 
| tain general and indefinite Confeſſion; fo 
that if you provoke them never ſo much to 
acknowledge their Faults, you ſhall hard- 
ly ever extort any thing farther from Nu 
than 
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than this, viz. That they are Sinners, as 
„ WW every Man hath his Infirmity, and they as well 
12 any; but, God be thanked, they have done 
n Injury to any Man, but are in Charity 
with all the World: And perhaps they'll tell 
you, they are no Swearers, nor Adulterers, 
nr Rebels, &c. but that, God forgive them, 
they muſt needs acknowledge themſelves to be 
Sinners in the main, &c. And if you can 
open their Breaſt ſo far, it will be looked 
upon ſufficient : To go any farther, will be 


Friend. 

But, which is yet worſe, there are a great 
fter many Perſons who have been ſo uſed to an 
oht habitual Courſe of Sin, that the Crime is 
ruly made natural and neceſſary to them, and 
nect they have no Remorſe of Conſcience for it, 
For but think themſelves in a State of Security 
find Nvery often, when they ſtand upon the Brink 
In- Wot Damnation. This happens in the Caſes 
and Hof Drunkenneſs and Luxury, and Idleneſs, 
with and miſ-ſpending of the Sabbath, and in 
| byſ-ying and vain JeSings, and Slanderipgs of 
cuſe others; and paiticviarly in {uch Evils as the 
Cer- Laws do not Puniſh, nor publick Cuſtoms 
ſo ſhame, but which ale countenanced by po- 
ch to tent Sinners, or wicked Faſhions, or good 
.ard- Nature and miſtaken Civilities,

to do the Office of an Accuſer, not of a 
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In theſe and the like Caſes the ſpiritual 
Man muſt endeavour to awaken their 
Conſciences, by ſuch Means as follow. 


Arguments and general Heads of Diſcourſe by 
way of Conſideration, to awaken a ſlupid 
Conſcience, and the careleſs Sinner. 


1. And here let the Miniſter endeavour 
to affect his Conſcience, by repreſenting to 
him, 

* That Chriſtianity is a holy and ſtrict 
Religion: * That the Promiſes of Heaven 
are ſo great, that 'tis not reaſonable to 
think, a ſmall Matter and a little Duty 
will procure it for us: * That ſome Per- 
ſons, who have lived ſtrictly for many 
Years together, have yet miſcarried at laſt, 
by ſome darling and unobſerved Crime; 
as a ſecret Hypocriſy or a latent Pride, 
or Ambition, or Envy, or Malice, or the 
like: That much leſs therefore can They 
hope to receive ſo great Portions of Feli- 
city, whoſe whole Life hath been a conti- 
nual Declenſion from the Strictneſs and Se- 
verity of the Laws of God: * That re- 
ligious Perſons are always the moſt ſcru- 
pulous; and that to feel nothing is not 2 


Sign of Lite, but of Death: * That W 
ive 
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live in an Age in which that which is call- 
ed and eſteemed a holy Life, in the Days 
of the Apoſtles and Primitive Chriſtianity 
would have been eſteemed indifferent, ſome- 
times ſcandalous, and always cold: * That 
when we have done our beſt, all our Righte- 
ouſneſs is but as filthy Rags; and we can 
never do too much to make our Calling and 
Election ſure : * That every good Man ought 
to be' ſuſpicious of himſelf, fearing the 
worſt, that he may provide for the beſt : 
* That even St. Paul, and ſeveral other re- 
markable Saints, had at ſome times great 
Apprehenfions of failing of the mighty Prize 
of therr” high Calling: * That we are com- 
manged to work out our Salvation with Fear 
and, Trembling ; inaſmuch as we ſhall be 
called to an Account, not only for our ſinful 
Words and Deeds, but even for our very 
Thoughts: That if we keep all the Com- 
e, mandments of God, and yet offend in one 


e Point, (i. e. wilfully) we are guilty of all, 


ey WM James ii. 10. * That no Man can tell how 
i- oft he offendeth, the beſt of Lives being full 
i- © of innumerable Stops and Blemiſhes in the 
Sight of God, however they may appear 
before Men : * That no Man ought to judge 
of the State of his Soul by the Character he 
has in the World; for a great many Perſons 


C tation 
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tation here; and a great many on the 'other 
hand go to Heaven, who have been loaded 
with Infamy and Reproach : * That the 
Work of Religion is a Work of great Dif- 
ficulty, Trial and Temptation: That m# 

are called, but few are choſen : * That rait 
is the Gate, and narrow is the Way that 


lendeth to Life, and few there be that find 
it: And laſtly, * That , the Righteons 


them ſelves ſhall ſcarcely be ſaved, there will 
be no Place for the Unrighteous and Sin- 
ners to appear in, but of Horror and Amaze- 
ment. - 

By theſe and ſuch like Motives to Con- 
fideration, the ſpiritual Man is to awaken 
the careleſs Sinner, and to bring him to Re- 
pentance and Confeſſion of his Sins; and if 
either of himſelf, or by this Means, the fick 
Man is brought to a right Senſe of his Con- 
dition ; then, 1 

2. Let the Miniſter proceed to aſſiſt him 
in the underſtanding the Number of his 
Sins, 7. e. the ſeveral Kinds of them, and 
the various Ways of prevaricating with the 
Divine Commandments. Let him make 
him ſenſible how every Sin is aggravated, 
more or leſs, according to the different Cir- 


cumſtances of it; as by the Greatneſs or 


Smallneſs of the Temptation, the Scandal 


1 gives to others, the Diſhonour it * to 
4 Re- 
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Religion, the Injury it brings along with it to 
thoſe whom it more immediately concerns ; 
the Degrees of Boldneſs and Impudence, 
the Choice in acting it, the Continuance in 
it, the Expence, Deſires, and Habit of it, 
Ge. 

3. Let the fick Man, in the Scrutiny of 
his Conſcience and Confeſſion of his Sins, 
be carefully reminded to conſider thoſe Sins, 
which are no where condemned but in the 
Court of Conſcience. For there are certain 
ſecret Places of Darkneſs, artificial Blinds 
of the Devil, with which he uſes to hide 
our Sins from us, and to incorporate them 
into our Affections, by the general Practice 
of others, and the miſtaken Notions of the 
World. As, 1. Many Sins before Men 
are accounted honourable ; ſuch as, Fight- 
ing a Duel, returning Evil for Evil, Blow 
for Blow, Sc. Robbing with a Navy, or 
unjuſtly invading a Neighbour Country 
by Force of Arms, &c. 2. Others ſeem 
to have the Countenance of the Law, as 
unlimited Uſury; which, becauſe Uſury 
itſelf is permitted in all Countries, Men 
ae apt to run into it upon every Occaſion; 
not conſidering that Uſury, When it is not 
reſtrained within its due Bounds and pro- 
per Circumſtances, is a certain Sin. 3. Some 
Things are not forbidden by the Law of 
C2 Man, 
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Days or Months of uſeleſs or impertinent 
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Man, as Lying in ordinary Diſcourſe, 
Jeering, Scoffing, intemperate Eating, In- 
gratitude, Selling too dear, Circumvent- 
ing another in Contracts, Outwitting and 
Over- reaching in Bargains, Extorting and 
taking Advantage of the Neceſſities or 
Ignorance of other People, importunate 
Intreaties and Temptations of Perſons to 
many Inſtances of Sin, as Intemperance, 
Pride and Ambition, Sc. All which 
therefore do ſtrangely blind the Under- 
ſtanding and captivate the Affections of 
ſinful Men, and lead them into a thouſand 
Snares of the Devil they are not aware 
of. 4. Some others do not reckon they 
fin againſt God, if the Laws have ſeized I * 
upon the Perſon: And many who are im- 
priſoned for Debt, think themſelves diſoblig- ! 
ed from Payment; and when they pay 

the Penalty, think they owe nothing for I} © 
the Scandal and Diſobedience. 5. Some I {i 
Sins are thought not conſiderable, but go 8 
under the Titles of Sins of Infirmity, of X 
inſeparable Accidents of Mortality; ſuch b 
as idle Thoughts, fooliſh Talking, looſe 
Revellings, Impatience, Anger, and all 
the Events of evil Company. 6. Laſtly 
Many Things are thought to be no Sins; 
ſuch as miſ-ſpending of their Time, who 


Employ- 
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Employment, long Gaming, winning Mens 
Money in great Portions, cenſuring Mens 
Actions, Curioſity, equivocating in the 
Prices of Buying and Selling, Rudeneſs in 
Speech or Behaviour, ſpeaking uncharitable 
Truths, doing Good to evil Purpoſes, and 
the like. 

Theſe are ſome of thoſe artificial Veils 
and Coverings, under the dark Shadow of 
which, the Enemy of Mankind makes ve- 
ry many to lie hid from themſelves, blind- 
ing them with falſe Notions of Honour, 
and the miſtaken Opinions and Practices of 
the World with publick Permiſſion and 
Impunity, or (it may be) a temporal Pe- 
d Palty; or elſe with Prejudice or Ignorance 
- | 23d Infirmity, and direct Error in Judg- 
g- ment. 
ay Now in all theſe Caſes, the Miniſters are 
or to be inquiſitive and ſtrictly careful, that 
ne | ſuch Kind of Falacies prevail not over the 
go Sick; but that thoſe things, which paſſed 
of without Obſervation before, may now be 
ch brought forth, and paſs under the Severity 
oſe Jof a ſtrict 4 impartial Cenſure, religious 
Sorrow and Condemnation. 

4. To this may be added, for the Like- 
neſs of the Thing, that there be made a 
general Diſplay of the Neglect and Omilli- 
on of our Duty; for in them lies the bigger 
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half of our Failings: And yet in many In- 


ſtances they are undiſcerned ; becauſe our 
Conſciences have not been made tender and 
perceptible of them. But whoever will 
caſt up his Accounts, even with a ſuperfi- 
cial Eye, will quickly find that he hath left 
undone, for the generality, as many things 
which he ought to have done, as he hath 
committed thoſe he ought not to have 
done: Such as the Neglect of publick or 
private Prayer, of reading the Scriptures, 
and inſtructing his Family, or thoſe that 
are under him, in the Principles of Religi- 
on: The not beating down and diſcounte- 
nancing Sin to his Power, eſpecially in the 
Perſonages of great Men: The not re- 
deeming the Time, and growing in Grace, 
and doing all the Good he can in his Ge- 
neration : The frequent Omiſſions of the 
great Duty of Charity, in viſiting the Sick, 
relieving the Needy, and comforting the 
Afflicted: The want of Obedience, Duty 
and Reſpect to Superiors, Parents, and Go- 
vernors, Eccleſiaſtical and Civil: 'The doing 
the Work of God negligently, or not dif: 
charging himſelf with that Fidelity, Care 
and Exactneſs which is incumbent upon 
kim, in the Station wherein the Providence 


of God hath placed him, Ec. 
15 | 5. Wit 
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5. With reſpect to thoſe Sins which are 


committed againſt Man, and ſo are parti- 
cularly to be confeſſed to Man, the Mini- 


*ſter ſhould+ warn the Penitent, not to de- 


ceive himſelf by a partial Confeſſion ; be- 
cauſe in ſuch a Caſe he cannot be cleared in 
the Accounts of the Almighty by a par- 
tial Satisfaction. Not that he is to en- 
quire into every particular Circumſtance of 
Time, Manner, Place, Quality, or the Names 
of the Perſons, thoſe Sins were tranſacted 
with, or ee e againſt, (for this would 
be an indecent and unwarrantable Piece of 
Curioſity) but only to repreſent to him, that 
he can have no Aſſurance of his Pardon. 
unleſs he is willing to make all ſuitable 
Amends and Satisfaction to his offended and 


| injured Brethren ; as for Inſtance, if he 


hath lived in Enmity with any, that he 
ſhould labour to be reconciled to them ; if 
he is in Debt, that he ſhould do his utmoſt 


to diſcharge it; or if he hath injured any one 


in his Subſtance or Credit, Lg he ſhould 
endeavour to make Reſtitution in Kind for 
the one, and all poſſible Satisfaction for the 
other, by humbling himſelf to the offend- 
ed Perſon, and beleeching him to forgive 

him. 
6. If the fick Perſon be of evil Report, 
the Miniſter ſhould take care, ſome way 
C 4 or 
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or other, to make him ſenfible of it, ſo ag 
to ſhew an effectual Sorrow and Repen- 
tance, This will be beſt done by prudent 
Hints and artful Inſinuations, of recalling 
thoſe things to his Mind, whereof he is 
accuſed by the Voice of Fame, or to which 
the Temptations, perhaps of his Calling, 
more immediately ſubject him to. Or if 
he will not underſtand, when he is ſecretly 
prompted, he muſt be aſked in plain Terms 
concerning theſe Matters. He muſt be 
told of the evil things which are ſpoken of 
him in publick, and of the uſual Temptati- 
ons of his Calling. | | 

And it concerns the Miniſter to follow this 
Advice, without Partiality or Fear, or Inte- 
reſt, or Reſpect of Perſons, in much Simpli- 
city and Prudence, having no other Conſide- 
ration before him, but the conſcientious Diſ- 
charge of his Duty, and the Salvation of the 
Perſon under his Care. 

7. The Miniſter, in further Diſcharge of 
his Duty to the Sick, muſt be careful to ob- 
ſerve, that he impoſe not upon himſelf, by 
ſome one or other good Quality remarkable 


in him. For there are ſeveral Diſpoſitions 


which are good by Accident, and not by 
Principle. Some are charitable to the Poor 
out of natural Tender-heartedneſs; and 
the ſame good Nature makes them my 

an 
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and compliant with Perſons given to drink, 
and to every Temptation which is thrown in 
their Way: Others are very juſt and punctual 
Obſervers of their Word with Men, but 
make no Scruple of breaking their Promiſes 


with God. And ſeveral other ſeeming Vir- 


tues there are, which paſs as real in the Opi- 
nion of the World, but yet upon Examina- 
tion are found to be none. And yet the De- 


vil hath ſo blinded the Eyes of Men, that 
few even of thoſe Perfons who ſtand in moſt 


Need of diſcerning it, are ſenſible of the Fa- 


lacy. Wherefore it concerns the Miniſter, in 
all thefe Caſes, to pull off the Vizor, and 
rightly to diſtinguiſh betwixt a real and a 
ſceming Virtue. 
8. The ſick Perſon is likewiſe to be ex- 
amined concerning his Faith, whether he 
firmly believes, and has a true Notion of all 
the Articles of the Chriſtian Religion, as they 
are excellently ſummed up in the Apoſtles 
Creed: For, in order to Salvation, it is indiſ- 
penſibly required of us, that we ſhould Pe- 
leveas well as Do aright. And therefore the 
Miniſter ought to be as particular in this Caſe, 
as the former; eſpecially with regard to 
the great and fundamental Articles of cur 
Faith. | 
With reſpect to his temporal Con- 
cerns, the Sick is to be adviſed to fct every 
| thing 
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thing in Order, and (if he hath not already) 
to make his Will as ſoon as he can. For if 
he recovers, this cannot be detrimental ; but 
if he dies, it will be of great Comfort and Sa- 
tis faction to him. And here it muſt be re- 
membered, that he diſtributes every thing ac- 
cording to the exact of Rules of Juſtice, and 
with ſuch a due Care, as to prevent all Law- 
ſuits and Contentions for the future; and, if he 
be able, he is to be admoniſhed to do ſomething 
likewiſe out of Charity, and for the Sake of 
his poor Brethren. 

10. In all the Courſe of his Viſitation, 
the Miniſter ſhould frequently be exhorting 
the ſick Man to Patience and a bleſſed Re- 
ſignation to the Will of God; and not to 
look upon his Sickneſs as barely the Effect of 
ſecond Cauſes, but as inflicted on him by 
Divine Providence for ſeveral wiſe and good 
Ends: As for the Trial of his Faith ; the 
Exerciſe of his Patience; the Puniſhment of 
his Sins; the Amendment of his Life; or 
for the Example of others, who, ſeeing his 
good Behaviour in ſuch a Day of Calamity, 
may glorify their Father which is in Hea- 
ven : Or elſe, that it is for the Increaſe of 
his future Welfare, in order to raiſe him the 
higher in Glory hereafter, by how much the 
lower he hath begn depreſſed here. 
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11. When the ſpiritual Man hath thus 
diſcharged his Duty, and the Sick hath 
made him capable of it, by a religious and 
holy Conformity to all the forementioned. 
Particulars reſpecting his Condition and 
Circumſtances, he may then give him the 


Sacrament of the Lord's Supper. And it is 


the Miniſters Office to invite ſick and dying 
Perſons to this holy Sacrament, provided 
they diſcover a right Senſe of their Duty. 
And, 

Laſtly, If the ſick Man humbly and hear- 
tily deſires it, and the Miniſter is thorough- 
ly ed of his ſincere and ample Re- 
pentance, ſo that he may ſafely do it; let 
him then pronounce that Form of Abſolu- 
tion which is preſcribed in the Viſitation- 
Office ; otherwiſe let no Fondneſs, or Im- 


portunity, or partial Affection, oblige him to 


gratify the ſick Man herein. For altho' 
there is a ſpecial Commiſſion given by God 
to the Clergy for abſolving Sinners, yet it is 
only upon Suppoſition, that they have quali · 
fied themſelves for it, in all things according 
to the Laws of Him from whom they receiv- 
ed their Commiſſion. j 

And therefore (ſaid the learned Para- 
phraſt of the Book of Common-Prayer) 
The Prieſt muſt, by the Confeſſion, Devotion, 
and Penitence of the Part 7. he well ſatis- 


fied, 
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fied, that he needs, diſires, and is prepared for 
this folemn Abſolution, before he uſe it; and then 
it ſhall not only declare, but convey the Pardon 
to him. 


Note, That the Holy Sacrament is not to 
be adminiſtered to dying Perſons, when they 
have no Uſe of their Reaſon to join with the 
Miniſter in the Celebration of it. For the 
Sacraments operate not of themſelves, but as 
they are made efficacious by the joint Con- 
ſent and Will, and religious Acts and De- 
votion of the Party that receives them. And 
therefore all Fools, and diſtracted Perſons, 
and Children, lethargical and apoplectical 
People, or that are any way ſenſeleſs and 
uncapable of human and reaſonable Acts, 
are to be aſſiſted only by Prayers: For they 
may prevail even for the Abſent, and for 
Enemies, and for all thoſe who join not in 
the Office. | 

Note alſo, That in Caſes of Neceſſity, 
where the Sacrament cannot be ſo conveni- 
ently adminiſtered ; the Sick may be admo- 
niſhed to receive it ſpiritually, z. e. by re- 
preſenting the Symbols of the Body and 
Blood of our Lord to his Mind, and ap- 
plying them to himſelf by Faith, with the 
ſame Preparations of Faith and Repen- 


tance, as if they were really preſent. For 
no 
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no doubt but God, in fuch a Caſe, who con- 


ſiders all things. with exact Juſtice, and chief- 


ly reſpects the Sincerity of our Hearts and 
Intentions, will excuſe the Abſence of the 
outward and viſible Sign, when Neceſſity, 
and not Contempt or Neglect, was the Oc- 
caſion of it.

Of applying ſpiritual Remedies to the unreaſon- 
able Fears and Dejectiůons of the Sick. 


T ſometimes happens that good Men, 


eſpecially ſuch as have tender Conſci- 
ences, impatient of the leaſt Sin, to which 
they are arrived by long Habit of Grace, 
and a continual Obſervation of their Ways, 
over- act their Part, and turn their Tender- 
neſs into Scruples, and are too much deject- 
ed and doubtful concerning their future Sal- 
vation. In ſuch a Caſe, the Miniſter is to 
repreſent to them, that the Man who is 
jealous of himſelf, is always in the fafeſt 
Condition : That if he fears on his Death- 
bed, it is but what happens to moſt conſider- 


ing Men; and that therefore to fear nothing 


then, is either a ſingular Felicity, or a dan- 


gerous Preſumption. 


But 
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But to reſtrain the Extravagante of Fear, 
let him be reminded of the Terms of the 
Goſpel: * That tis a Covenant of Grace 
and Mercy to all: * That Chriſt Fefus came 
into the World to ſave Sinners: * That he 
continues our Advocate in Heaven, and daily 
intercedes with his Father for us: * That 
the whole heavenly Hoſt rejoices at the 
Converſion of a Sinner: * That the Angels 
are deputed by God, to be our Guardians 
againſt violent Surprizes and Temptations. 
* That there are different Degrees of Glory 
in Heaven; ſo that if we arrive not at the 
greateſt, we may yet hope, by divine Mer- 
cy, that we ſhould not be excluded the 
teſs. * That God hath promiſed to hear 
the Prayers of the Righteous for his Ser- 
vants. * That he hath ordained a particu- 
lar Order of Men in his Church for ever, 
to diſpenſe a Pardon to repenting Sinners; 
* That God labours with us by his Spirit, 
and as it were beſceches us in Chriſt's ſtead 
- Fo be reconciled to him, 2 Cor. v. 20. That 
of all his Attributes, he glories in none fo 
much 2s in the Titles of Mercy and For- 
giveneſs. * That therefore we do Injuſtice 
to the Father of Mercies, if we retain ſuch 
hard Thoughts and Suſpicions of him. 
* That God calls upon us to forgive our 
Brother ſeventy times ſeven; and yet 2 
that 
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that is but like the forgiving an hundred 
Pence for his Sake, who forgives us ten 
thouſand Talents, And therefore if we are 
ordered to ſhew ſuch an unreſtrained Tem- 
per of Forgiveneſs, it is only to animate us 
o truſt in God's much more unbounded 
Mercy. | 

By theſe and the like Arguments the 
ſpiritual Man may raiſe the drooping Spi- 
its of good Men, in their cauſeleſs Dejec- 
tions. But becauſe there are many other 
Caſes of the like Nature, which the Phyſi- 
cian of Souls will meet with in viſiting his 
Neighbours, eſpecially ſuch as are of me- 
lancholy Diſpoſitions, it may not be improper 
to mark the principal of them Ezre, and to 
preſcribe the Remedies. 


Confiderations to be offered to Perſons under re- 
ligious Melancholy. 


1. Some truly religious Perſons are un- 
der ſad Apprehenſions of not being in the 
Favour of God, becauſe they find their De- 
votions to be very often cold, their Prayers 
diſtracted, and their Delight in ſpiritual Mat- 
ters, not to be ſo great and permanent, as 
their Pleaſure and Satisfaction is in the things 


[of the World. 


Now 
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Now to ſuch as have made Religion the 
great Buſineſs of their Lives, who have en- 
deavour'd to cure thoſe diſtracted Thoughts 
they complain of, and to inflame their 
Souls with divine Love and Affection to 
their Power, it may be offered, * That 
the different Degrees of Affection with 
which Men ſerve God, do very often de- 
pend upon the Difference of their Tempers 
and Conſtitutions ; ſince ſome are naturally 
ſo dull and heavy, as to be very difhcultly 
affected with any thing; whilſt others are 
of ſuch a tender Make, as to be affected al- 
molt with every thing, ſo as to be ſoon ex- 
alted with Joy, or depreſſed with Sorrow. 
* 'That _ Loſſes, and all Afflicti- 
ons, and even Religion itſelf, in its long 
and continual Exerciſe of Self-denial and 
Thoughtfulneſs, do naturally breed ſuch a 
Tenderneſs of Spirit.“ That the beſt of 
Men have never been able at all times to 
keep their Aﬀections at an equal Height. 
* That the Zeal and Warmth with which 
ſome are affected, is not always an Argu- 
ment of their Goodneſs. * That a ſenfi- 
ble Pleaſure in religious Exerciſes (how- 
ever delightful to ourſelves) is at no hand 
neceſſary to render our Worſhip acceptable 
to God; becauſe, as his Service is a reafen- 
ble Service, they who worſhip him not 
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e zs they are affected by their Paſſions, but 
- | a5 they are led by their Reaſon, muſt be 
s W ſuppoſed to act upon a Principle agreeable 
r to his Nature. That as to Diſtraction of 
o Thoughts in the Service of God, it is ow- 
ing likewiſe for the moſt part to bodily 
h Weakneſs ; and therefore if we don't give 
- W way. to it, but do all we can to ſuppreſs thoſe 
rs MW wandring Thoughts, we may be aſſured we 
ly WI ſhall never be blamed for being ſubje& to 
ly Wl that which by reaſon of the Weakneſs of our 
re W Nature we cannot help.“ That the firſt Mo- 
l- tions of our Mind, as it is impoſſible to hin- 
der them, ſo they are reckoned by all Divines 
hot to be ſinful, provided we don't encourage 
em. 


upon ſtrict Examination of themſelves 
they find, as they think, all their Religi- 
on to be owing to their Fears; and Fear 
being a ſlaviſh and ſordid Paſſion, they are 
apt to conclude, that all thoſe Services 
which are not the Reſult of a more noble 
Principle, will be rejected by God, fince, 
as he is all Love, and Goodneſs, and Per- 
fection, he will not be pleaſed, they think, 
yu any Sacrifice, but what is offer'd by 
ove. 

And to. this ſad Purpoſe ſome have in- 


terpreted Rev. xxi. 8. to belong to them,

To cure the depraved and unhappy No- 

tions of ſuch as theſe, it may be argued;

holy Life, are uſually owing to the Paſſion 

of Fear. * That to this, both our Saviour 
and his Apoſtles do all along addreſs them- 
ſelves in their earneſt Intreaties of Man- 
kind, to turn from the Ways of Sin to God. 

Fear him, ſaith our Saviour, who 7s able 

fo deſtroy both Soul and Body in Hell, 8. 

Matth. x. 28. So Chap. vi. 14. And St. 

Mark xvi. 16. And to this Purpoſe, faiti 

the Apoſtle, Work out your Salvation with 

Fear and Trrembling, Phil. ii. 12. And 

2 Cor. v. 10. Knowing the Terrors of lle 

Lord, faith he, we perſuade Men. And 
in moſt of the Scripture Proofs we fhal 

find the chief Argument of Religion tc 
be urged from a Fear of Puniſhment fo 

the Neglect thereof: So that to be dejedted

It is plain, 
dur that by the Fearful in this place is meant. 
u- either ſuch as refuſe to embrace the Chriſ- 
tan Religion, or having embraced it, are 
rr afraid to continue ſtedfaſt to the End, on 


account of the Croſs; and therefore can- 
not be ſuppoſed to have any Reference to 
thoſe who are working out their Salvation 
with Fear and Trembling, according t) the 
Direction of the Goſpel. Not but that we 
are to intermix with this Fear an entire 
Love and Affection to God, to the utmoſt 
of our Powers, from innumerable Argu- 
ments and Motives thereto, which are ob- 
vious to all. 

3. Some very pious, but unhappy Per- 
ons, are grievouſſy tormented with wicked 
and blaſphemous Thoughts, ſo as to fall 
under the greateſt Agonies of Mind; and 
often to be ſo near Diſtraction, as to chuſe 
Death rather than Life. | 
D 2 For 
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For the Relief and Comfort of thee, 
the Miniſter ſhould ſuggeſt to them, * That 
ſuch horrid and frightful Thoughts are 
either occaſioned through Melancholy pre- 
vailing over their Spirits, and diſordering 
the Frame of their Minds; or elſe from 
the Malice of the Devil, and the Spirit 
of Darkneſs, who do all they can to' ſhake 
our Faith, and to embitter the Chriſtian 
If to the former we aſcribe ſuch horrid 
Thoughts, they may be comforted upon A.- 
ſurance, that they will not be imputed to them 
as their Sin, any more than a Fever or any 
bodily Diſtemper will, which they did not 
willingly procure, and which they have tried 
all Means to get rid of. | 
Ik to the latter, they may be encouraged 
rather to rejoice, in that nothing is a greater 
Sign in their being high in the Favour 0 
God, than when they are under the mo 
violent Temptations of the Devil. M 
Brethren, count it all Joy, ſaith St. Jams 
"when ye fall into divers Temptations, ch. i. 
To that Effect, they may be taught to con 
ſider, * That we wwre/tle not (only) again 
Fleſh and Blood, but again Principalitte 
againſt Powers, againſt the Rulers of the Dark 
neſs of this Morld, againſt ſpiritual With 
edneſs, or wicked Spirits, in high Far 
Pp 6 
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© MEpheſ. ix. 12. * That therefore the Way 
1+ to Heaven, is juſtly faid to be by the Gates 
of Hell. * 'That the ſame Aflictions are gc- 
compliſbed in their Brethren which are in the 
Wirld, who in various Kinds are tempted of 
the Tempter, 1 Pet. v. 8. * That He de- 
ſred to have St. Peter to fift him as Wheat, St. 
Luke xxXil. 31. * That our Saviour him- 
an ſelf was tempted by him, and the beſt of 
Men have always been moſt obnoxious to his 
Malice; and that to live in carnal Security, 
AcMvithout any Moleſtations from him, is the 
moſt dangerous State. * That the being fo 
much concerned and afflicted at ſuch evil 
Thoughts, is a certain Argument of a good 
Diſpoſition, ſince the Wicked and Pro- 
oo: are rather pleaſed than tormented with 
mem. 

Such kind of Arguments are the moſt pro- 
per to be offered to ſuch unhappy Perſons. 
But in caſe their Faith and Hope be totally 
aſſaulted and overcome by the Devil, and they 
fall into direct Deſpair, it will be neceſſary 
then to endeavour the Cure of ſo great an 
Evil and Temptation, by the Addition of the 
lowing Exerciſe, 
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An Exerciſe agatnfe Deſpair. 1 


Deſpair aſſents as firmly and ' firongly a; 
Faith itſelf. But becauſe it is a violent 
Sin, and a great Temptation of the Devil; 
It is certain, that thoſe who are fallen unde 
it, notwithſtanding their deplorable Aſſut— 
ance, have more Reaſon to condemn their 
Deſpair, than to condemn themſelves ; be- 
cCauſe it is ſo great a Diſhonour to God, and 
will inevitably bring that Ruin along with it 
which they apprehend, unleſs they take care 
to prevent it in Time. For as the hypochon- 
driacal Perſon, who fancied himf:if dead, 
made his Dream true when he ſtarved himſelf, 
becauſe dead People eat not; ſo deſpairing 
Sinners loſe God's Mercies by refuſing to uſe 
and believe them. | 
To Perſons therefore under ſo ſad, as well 
as dangerous a Condition, let the moſt fea- 
ſonable Advice, and all the moſt comfortable 
Diſpenſations of the Goſpel be adminiſtered. 
To the former Conſiderations let the follow: 
ing be added: 

That God is not willing that any ſboull 
periſb, but deſirous that all ſhould 9 to 
his Glory. * That for this End we were 
created, * That he is fo far from being 
extreme to mark what is done amiſs, that b 
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will not refuſe the returning Prodigal, nor 
reject the worſt of Criminals, % their Sins 
be as red as Scarlet, upon their ſincere Re- 
pentance. * That the Thief upon the 
Croſs, is a demonſtrable Proof of this, and 
a ſtanding Example to prevent the greateſt 
Sinner from Deſpair. * That if God is ſo 
merciful and condeſcending to the vileſt 
Tranſgreſſors, much rather may we hope 
to be pardoned for our Weakneſs and Infir- 
mities. For he Anoweth whereof we are 
made, he remembreth that we are but Duſt. 
Nay, he hath aſſured us, that he will not 
break the bruiſed Reed, nor quench the 
ſmoaking Flax. That all Sins ſhould be for- 
given the Sons of Men, except one, which 
is the Sin againſt the Holy Ghoſt, the Sin 
unto Death, as St. John calls it, for which 
we are not bound to pray; for all others 
we are. And 'tis certain, that no Man 
commits a Sin againſt the Holy Ghoſt, if 
he be afraid he hath, or deſires that he had 
not; for ſuch penitential Paſſions are againſt 
the very Nature and Definition of that Sin, 
That although Forgiveneſs of Sins is con- 
ſigned to us in Baptiſm, and Baptiſm is but 
once; yet Forgiveneſs of Sins being the 
ſpecial Grace of the Goſpel, it is ſecured to 
us for our Life, and ebbs and flows ac- 
cording as we diſcompoſe or renew the Per- 
D 4 formance 
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formance of our baptiſmal Vow ; therefore 
tis certain, that no Man ought to deſpair 
of Pardon, but he who hath voluntarily 
renounced his Baptiſm, or willingly eſtrang- 
ed himſelf from that Covenant. * That 
if it were not ſo, then all Preaching and 
Prayers were in vain, and all the Conditions 
of the Goſpel invalid, and there could be no 
ſuch thing as Repentance, nor indeed ſcarce 
a Poſſibility of any one's being faved, 
if all were to be concluded in a State of 
Damnation, who had committed Sin atter 
Baptiſm. | 
To have any Fears therefore upon this 
Account, were the moſt extravagant Mad- 
neſs. For Chriſt died for Sinners, and God 
hath comprehended all under Sin, that through 
him, be might have Mercy upon all, Rom. 
Xi. 32. And it was concerning baptized 
Chriſtians that St. John ſaid, If any Man 
fin, wwe have an Advocate with the Father, 
and he is the Propitiation for our Sins: And 
concerning lapſed Chriſtians, St. Paul gave 
Inſtruction, that / any Man be overtaken in 
@ Fault, ye which are Spiritual reſtore ſuch 
a Man in the Spirit of Meekneſs, conſidering 
leſt ye alſo be tempted. The Corinthian 
Chriſtian committed Inceſt, and was par- 
doned: And Simon Magus, after he was 
baptized, offered to commit his own Sin of 
S1Mony! 
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Simony, and yet Peter bid him pray for Par- 
dm ; And St. 
Man ſends for the Elders of the Church, and they 


pray over him, and be confeſs bis Sins, they fhall 


be forgiven him. 

* That even in the Caſe of yery great Sins, 
and great Judgments inflicted upon Sinners, 
wiſe and good Men have declared their 


Senſe to be, that God ſpent all his Anger, 


and made it expire in that temporal Puniſh- 
ment; and ſo it was ſuppoſed to have been 
done in the Caſe of Ananias, &c. * That 
nothing can be more abſurd, than to think 
that ſo great and good a God, who is ſo 
deſirous of ſaving all, as appears by his 
Word, by his ſending his Son, by his 
Oaths and Promiſes, by his very Nature 
and daily Overtures of Mercy, ſhould con- 
demn any without the greateſt Provocati- 
ons of his Majeſty, and Perſeverance in 
them. 

Upon the Strength of theſe Arguments, 
the deſpairing Perſon may be further taught 
to argue thus with himſelf. 

I conſider that the Ground of my Trouble 
is my Sin; and were it not for that, I ſhould 
haye no Reaſon to be troubled : But ſince 
the whole World lieth in Wickedneſs, and 
lince there cannot be a greater Demon- 
[tration of a Man's Abhorrence of Sin, than 
to 


James tells us, that if the fick 


| 
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to be fo deeply affected with Sorrow for it; 
I therefore will erect my Head with a ho- 
ly Hope, and think that God will alſo be 
merciful to me a Sinner, as he is to the 
reſt of Mankind. I know that the Mer- 
cies of God are infinite : That he ſent his 
Son into the World on purpoſe to redeem 
ſuch as myſelf; and that he hath promi- 
ſed over and over, o give to them that a 

and to be found of them that ſeek him; and 
therefore I will not diſtruſt his Goodneſs, 
nor look upon the great God of Heaven and 
Earth to be worſe than his Word. Indeed, 
if from myſelf IJ were to derive my Title 


to .Heaven, then my Sins were a juſt Ar- 
gument of Deſpair : But now that they 


bring me to Chriſt, that they drive me to 
an Appeal to God's Mercy, and to take 
SanQuary in the Croſs, certainly they ought 
not, they cannot infer a juſt Cauſe of De- 
ſpair. I am ſure 'tis a ſtranger thing, that 
God ſhould come down from Heaven, and 
take upon him our Nature, and live and 
die in the moſt ignominious State of it, 
than that a finful Man, waſhed by the 
Blood of Chriſt, and his own Tears and 
Humiliation, ſhould be admitted to Par- 
don, and made Partaker of the Kingdom , 
Heaven: And it were ſtranger yet, that 
God ſhould do fo much for Man, and 1 

à Man 
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a Man that defires, that labours after it to 
the utmoſt of his Power, that ſends up 
ſtrong Cries and Prayers, and is ſtill within 
the Covenant of Grace, ſhould inevitably miſs 
that End for which God did and ſuffered fo 
much. | 

Tis certain, that of all the Attributes 
that belong to God, there is none more eſ- 
ſential to his Nature, and which he takes 
more Delight in than his Mercy ; and 'tis 
as certain alſo, there muſt be proper Ob- 
jects for this boundleſs and immenſe Attri- 
bute of God; and the moſt proper, if not 
only Objects of Mercy in the Creation, 
are the Children of Men; and of Men, 
ſurely thoſe who are moſt grieved and 
wearied with the Burden of their Sins. I 
therefore, who am as pitiful an Object of 
Mercy as any, will chearfully hope, that 
God will both forgive me here, and pive 
me the Blefling of eternal Life hereafter. 
For I know that eternal Life is purely the 
Gift of God, and therefore have leſs Reaſon 
(ſtill) to deſpair. For if my Sins were 
fewer, and my Diſproportions towards ſuch 
a Glory were leſs, yet ſtill I could not re- 
ceive it, but as a free Gift and Donation of 
God, and ſo I may now; and it is not an 
Expectation beyond the Hopes of Poſſibi- 
lity, to look and wait for ſuch a Gift at 

the 
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the Hands of the God of Mercy. The beſt 
of Men deſerve it not; and I, who am the 
worſt, may have it given me. I know that 
I have ſinned grievouſly and frequently 
againſt my heavenly Father ; but I have 
repented, I have begged Pardon, I have 
confeſſed and forſaken my Sins, and done 
all that is poſſible for me to make Atone- 
ment, I cannot undo what is done, and I 
periſh if there be no ſuch thing as a Reme- 
dy, or Remiſſion of Sins. But then I know 
my Religion muſt periſh together with my 
Hope, and the Word of God itſelf muſt fail 
as well as I. But I cannot, I dare not enter- 
tain fuch a Thought. I firmly believe that 
moſt encouraging Article of Faith, The Re- 
miſſion of Sins; and ſince I do that, which all 
good Men call Repentance, I will alſo hum- 
bly hope for a Remiſſion of mine, and a joyful 

Reſurrection. | 
I know that the Devil is continually ly- 
ing in wait to trepan and devour the Souls 
of Men; (for we are not ignorant of his De- 
vices) wherefore I will fortify my Spirits, and 
redouble my Guard, and call upon my God 
to enable me to reſiſt all the fiery Darts which 
he now ſo maliciouſly and furiouſly ſhoots 

againſt me. 
Or perhaps this exceeding Dejection, or 
Malady of Mind, may ariſe from the Diſ- 
temper 
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temper and Weakneſs of my Body: Or at 
moſt, I hope, tis only a Diſeaſe of Judg- 


ment; not an intolerable Condition I am 
fallen into: And fince I have heard of a 
mou many others who have been in the 


ame Condition with myſelf, and yet re- 
covered; I will alſo take Courage to hope 


that God will relieve me in his good Time, 


and not leave my Soul for ever in this Hell 
of depraved Fancy, and wicked Imagina- 
tion, In fine, Ill raiſe up my dejected Spi- 
rits, and caſt all my Care upon God, and de- 
pend upon him for the Event, which I am 
ſure will be 7; and I cannot but think, 


from the ſame Reaſon, full of Mercy. How- 


ever, now I will uſe all the ſpiritual Arts of 
Reaſon and Religion, to make me more 
and more to /ove God; that if I miſcarry, 


Charity alſo ſhall fail, and ſomething that 


loaves God ſhall periſh, and be damn'd ; which, 
if it be impoſſible (as I am ſure it is) then 
I my have juſt Reaſon to hope I ſhall do 
well. 

Theſe Conſiderations may be of Service 
to bind up the Broken-hearted, and to ſtreng- 
then the bruiſed Reed of a good Man's Spi- 
rit, in ſo great and terrible a Dejection. 
But as Caſes of this Nature are very rare, 
lo the Arguments here made uſe of are 
rarely to be inſiſted upon; and never, but 
to 
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to well-diſpoſed Perſons, or reformed Peni- 
tents, or to ſuch as, in the general Courſe of 
their Life, have lived pretty ſtrict and con- 
formable to the Rules of Religion. For 
if the Man be a vicious Perſon, and hath 
gone on in a continual Courſe of Sin, to 
the Time of his Sickneſs, theſe - Conſidera- 
tions are not proper. Let him enquire into 
the Words of the firſt Diſciples after Pen- 
tecoſt, Men and. Brethren, what ſhall we d 
to be ſaved? And if he can but entertain fo 
much Hope, as to enable him to do as much 
of his Duty as he can for the preſent, it is 
all that can be provided for him. And the 
Miniſter muſt be infinitely careful, that he 
does not go about to comfort vicious Per- 
ſons with the Comfort of God's Elect, leſt 
he proſtitute holy Things, and encourage 
Vice, and render his Diſcourſes deceitful : 
And the Man ſadly finds them to be fo, 
when he deſcends into the Regions of Dark- 
. neſs, 

But becauſe very few are tempted with 
too great Fears of miſcarrying ; but the Ge- 
nerality, even of the moſt profligate Sort, are 
rather inclined to unwarrantable Afſuran- 
ces of their future Salvation, it will highly 
concern the Miniſters to prevent in time ſo 
- and reigning an Impoſition of the De- 
vil. 
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Wherefore to the former Conſiderations 70 
awaken the careleſs Sinner, and a ſtupid Conſci- 
ence, the following may be added, upon Oc- 


caſion, to check the over-weening Thought 
of the Preſumptuous.

Conſiderations againft Preſumption. 


ND here, Let the bold and arro- 
gant Sinner further know, * That a 
Man cannot think too meanly of himſelf, 
but very eafily he may run into the con- 
trary Extreme. * That the Growths in 
Grace are long, difficult, uncertain, often 
interrupted, conſiſting of great Variety, 
and almoſt innumerable Parts and Diſtinc- 
tions, which a careleſs Perſon can never 
diſcover. * That the more a Man pre- 
ſumes, the greater Reaſon he hath to 


fear; becauſe the Confidence of ſuch Men 


is generally like that of Children and 
young People, which have no other Rea- 
ſon, but that they underſtand not the Dan- 
gers and Follies of their Self-conceits. * That 
the Heart of Me: is deceitful above all Things, 
and deſperately wicked ; deceiving itſelf, 
and deceiving others in innumerable In- 

ſtances ; 
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ſtances and; being often, in, the Gall of Bit. 
terneſs, when the Man appears with the 
faireſt Outſide to the World. * That tis 
certain, all have finned and come ſhort of the 
Glory of God; but not ſo certain, that amy 
one's Repentance is real and effective to Sal- 
vation. * That we know not Whether 
the Time of Repentance, or the Day of 
Grace be paft'; or if it be not, what Mea- 
ſures of Obedience and Degrees of Per: 
fection, or what Trials and Sufferings are 
expected of us, to make our Calling and 
Election ſure, * That Virtue and Vice arc 
oftentimes ſo near Neighbours, that we 
paſs into each other's Borders without Ob- 
ſervation, and think we do Juſtice, when 
we are cruel; or call ourſelves liberal, 
when we are looſe and fooliſh in our Ex- 
pences, Sc. * That tis not eaſy to dil- 
tinguiſh between the Virtues of Nature, 
and the Virtues of Choice; but oftentimes 
a Man ſhall expect the Reward of Tem- 
perance, when 'tis againſt his Nature to 
be drunk; and think himſelf chaſte and 
reſerved by abſtaining from the Mar- 
riage-bed, when 'tis only the Effects of 2 
moroſe Diſpoſition, or elſe out of. ſome 
temporal End, or other, Sc. * That the 
Devil hath ten thouſand Ways of leading 
us into Temptation by the moſt fly and 
1mper- 
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10. imperceptible Means; and that no Man can 
he ell how oft be offendeth ; inſomuch as if we 
us have lived never fo ſtrict a Life, we have 
the reaſon to fear, that our Accounts may ſwell 
ny WW beyond the Hopes of Pardon, by the Num- 
ber of our petty Sins and Infirmities, which 
all are too apt to indulge themſelves in : For 
an Army of Flies and Vermin may deſtroy all 
the Hopes of the Harveſt, as well as an Ar- 
my of Soldiers; and a Man may be drown'd 
as ſoon by a Bag of Sand about his Neck, as 
a Milſtone.

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Theſe are the main Parts of Ecclefiaſti- 


cal Duties and Offices in the Viſitation of 


the Sick, which being ſeverally performed, 
as Occaſion requires, it remains only, that 
the Miniſter pray over the Sick, and remind 
him to do good Actions, as he is capable of; 
to call upon God for Pardon; to put his 
whole Truſt in him; to be patient and re- 
ſigned; and even td renounce. every Ill 
Thought or Word, or undecent Action, which 
the Violence of his Sickneſs may have cauſed 
in him; to beg of God to give him his

Whatſoever is beſides this, concerns the 
Standers-by, that they do all in their re- 
ſpective Offices diligently and temperate- 
ly : That they join in Prayer with the Mi— 
nifter with much Charity and Devotion: 
That they make no Outcries or Exclama- 
tions in the Departure of the Soul; not 
any poſitive Judgment concerning the dy- 
ing Man; by his dying quietly or violent— 
ly, with great Fears or a chearful Conf- 
dence, with Senſe or without; like a Lamb 
or like a Lion, with Convulſions and terri— 
ble Agonies, or like the filent and well 
ipent Flame of an expiring Taper. Fot 


theſe may happen ſeverally, according «

ture of the Diſtemper that befals them; or 
elſe according as God pleaſes to diſpenſe the 
Grace, or the Puniſhment, for Reaſons only
